.where thoy were not- Everything 
was now s'o white that it was next 
o impossible to see a white goat 
A any distance on the Snow. Nev- 
ertheless, we took a bed, shelter 
•nil frying pan with us this time, 
and decided to stay with the first 
fresh trail of a big billy which we 
found, iintil we got within range, 
if it took two days and two nightt. 


r/Voin the experience of the past 


few days, wo reasoned that "Bil- 
ly" had a fegular ronte of travel 
from the mountains we were on 
to the mountains across the can- 


yon and-back again; that over 
there his wives and babies lived, 
and where we were was his va- 
cation ground. 
We also figured 


out just the route he would take 
in returning to his lonesome re- 
Ebft on this particular day, arid 
decided to meet him half way or 
thereabouts. 
Accordingly, Blair 


and I took the lead and kept on 
the lookout for him coming to- 
wards us along the top of the rim 
rock or/ along one of the benches 
on the face of the cliffs which fell 
away below us, both to the right 
and the left. As there Were no 
fresh trails in the snow on the 
top we knew he had not passed. 
"We, therefore, waded through 
the deep snow along the top, 
watching carefully ahead of us 
for about a quarter of a mile, 
stopping every little while to 
search she canyons and cliffs to 
the right and the left, in order to 
be sure he was not passing us on 
either aide. Although his white 
coat would make it difficult for 
u« to see him, yet in the deep 
snow his trail would be quite 
plain. We saw the trails of coy- 


otes, deer, elks, porcupines and 
other animals, but not 
Billy's. 


It was during one of these stops 
to inspect the cliffs and benches 
below us that Billy made his get- 
a-way. All we know is that, 
shortly after having made one of 
those stops to look to one side, 
we advanced about one hundred 
yards and met his tracks in the 
snow showing that ho had only a 
moment before come directly to- 
ward us in a walk, and if he had 
kept his course we would have 
met; but he evidently 
saw us 


while we -were looking to one side, 
for the trail turned abruptly to 
the right and, instead of showing 
his walking gait, it. showed him 
running and making from sixteen 
to twenty feet to the jump. Over 
the cliff it went, through the cop- 
ing of drift which hung out over 
a dangerous cliff, ami down, the 
rocks, apparently careless of re- 
sults, anil across the canyon to the 
cliffs 011 the other side. As soon 
as we saw this trail and realized 
that he Had just escaped us, we 
ran to every point of vantage, in 
the hope of seeing him, but there 


was nothing left to look at ex- 
cept his trail, which we followed 
with our glasses until it disap- 
peared beyond the sky line. We 
had .planned to/- follow this very 
goat all that day and the next if 
necessary, but now, that:he was 
wise to our intentions we decided 
to let him quit winner. We look- 
ed at one another and 
laughed 


and then each one bowed his head 
and held hisrcarS for fear of'hear- 
ing what the other had to^say in 
the way of a silent (!) offering.

Our route was taking us di- 


rectly away from our river camp, 
but we continued it in the forlorn 
hope that we might meet another 
goat. On our way down we 
crossed two old trails before we 
reached the timber line. 
There 


we realized that our goat hunting 
had ended and that we had miss- 
ed our last chance. Neal carried 
his pack to the foot o£ the moun- 
tain and waited while Blair and 
I still wandered around at the 
edge of the cliffs, in the hope of 
seeing u goat. Blair saw a fine 
black tail buck deer and we 


jumped Borne others, 'but we were 
too far away from camp to justi- 
fy us in shooting a deer and car- 
rying the meat to camp. The snow 
turned to slush as we neare&the 
base of the mountain, and when 
we; overtook Neal, who had al- 
ready boiled the-"pot" and had a 
hot lunch, ready we soon 
forgot 


our sorrows over the lunch. 


On the way home we saw five 


elk and I had a chance' to secure 
a much finer head than the one I 
had. I have regretted sinee"that 
1 did not stop the animal while I 
could, fqf of (iourse, now that he 
got away, I shall always have a 
feeling that he was an exception- 
ally fine one. Blair could have 
called him his, even if I had shot 
him. I tried to show it to him 
but from his position he,could not 
sec it. In descending the moun- 
tain we passed from deep frozen 
snow to slush and rain, a fitting 
entl to such a hunt. 


That night a wet-snow fell and 


froze, forming on the snow a crust 
which was too noisy, for success- 
ful hunting. . The woods about 
cainp were full of deer and elk 


tracks, but we could not stalk 
them on account of the noise 
made in walking 
through 
the 


crust. AVe fished with fine suc- 
cess that day ah'd spent the next 
day exploring the south end of 
Big Salmon Lake. 
Here, as 


usual, was a band of elk, one a 
fina bull, feeding in the tall grass 
at the edge of the water. 
AVe 


stopped our horses while Blair 
prepared to harvest his trophy, 
arid now I am going to say, out of 
charity for his ability as a hun- 
ter, that I do not believe he 
wanted to kill a bull elk at all, 
for after having a broadside shot 
offered to him at one hundred and 
fifty yards at a point when , he 
could take a dead rest, he tried to 
creep up to within caressing dis- 
tance and found the brush too 
noisy and'the elk not quite tame 
enough for such attentions. He 
confessed to me afterward that 
he did not care to kill an elk any- 
how and would .not do so unless 
he found a really extraordinary 
head.
